REMARKS 



Claims 1-6 and 22-34 are pending in the current application. Though claims 6 and 34 have 
been previously withdrawn, these claims have been amended to conform to the elected species and 
depend from claims 1 and 27, which Examiner Patel has indicated are allowable. In addition to 
claims 6 and 34, claims 22 and 26 have been amended to change their dependency and claim 23 has 
been put into independent form by including the limitations of claim 21. Claims 7-21 and 35-39 
have been canceled without prejudice. Applicants intend to pursue one or more of these claims, 
including claims 6 and 34 in their original form, in one or more divisional/continuation applications. 

Based on the discussion with Examiner Patel on July 30, 2003, claims 1-6 and 22-34 should 
now be allowed. 

Drawings 

The Examiner expressed a desire that the drawings be amended to more uniformaly refer to 
conductive and non-conductive materials. For the examples given in Figs. 3-10, proposed drawing 
changes have been presented in a separate document. Particularly, the cross-hatching for materials 
that are generally conductive is now uniform, as is the cross-hatching for materials that are of a lower 
conductivity or non-conductivity.
